BRITISH TARIFFS 


Bill Imposing 10 Per Cent 
Duty ‘on All Imports 
Passes, 442 to 62. 


LONDON, Feb. 25.—()—The swan 
song of British free trade was sung in 
the house of conimons tonight when 
it passed, by a vote of 442 to 62, the 
bill imposing a 10 per cent duty on 
all imports into Great Britain with 
certain notable exceptions. 

Isaac -Foot, liberal minister of 
mines, and Sir Stafford Cripps,. one 
of the labor party’s leaders, made 
fina] bitter speeches against the tariffs 
before the bill was given third and 
final reading. 

With royal assent, the measure be- 
comes effective as of next Tuesday.

Invaders Force Chinese 
-Lines Back in First 
Phase of Assault Only 
To Be Overwhelmed in 
Counter Offensive. 


RALLY CREDITED 
TO CHIANG UNIT 


Ominous Quiet Reigns 
Over Entire Battle Zone; 
Even Bombing Planes 
Stop Rain of Death.

SHANGHAI, Feb. 26.—(Friday.) 
Artillery punished first one side, then 
the other as intense battle went on 
today in the Kiangwan sector and 
around Chapei between the Chinese 

army and the fighters of Japan. 


Steadied by their success in recov- 
ering from a rout and gaining back 


by desperate fighting much of the 
ground that had been lost when the 
Japanese smashed the line north of 
Kiangwan, the Chinese turned a vic- 
ious artillery bombardment on the 
Japanese strongholds in Hongkew 
Park. 

Japanese guns answered shell for 
shell. At dawn they were doing most 
of the firing, for Chinese ammunition 


was running low and gunners had or- 
ders to use it sparingly.

ub. 

Each side said its fire was inflict- 
ing heavy casualties upon the enemy, 
while it was suffering slightly. The 
Japanese said they had suffered less 
than 100 casualties, but “inflicted 
thousands upon the Chinese.” The 
Chinese said their losses were neg- 
ligible and the Japanese were “try- 
ing to hide their casualties,” estimated 
by the Chinese at 700 dead and 
wounded. 

A reliable count of the casualties 
was lacking but it seemed today un- 
der the apparently everlasting hail 
of shells and bullets that both were 
suffering sharply. . ‘ 

The Japanese managed to cling to 
most of their gains of yesterday, ex- 
cepting Miaochungchen, despite the 
Chinese counter attack. Aa a result 
of their advance the mikado’s men 
said they held the village of Kingchi- 
aoza, a mile northwest of Kiaogwan., 

Occupation of Miaochungchen, 
‘which had been disputed for several 
days, was completed late Thursday 
by the Japanese when they broke the 
line, but the Chihese announced early 
today they had. succeeded: in clearing 
the last Japanese out of that village. 

The Japanese left, flank between 
Kiangwan and CHapei launched an 
offensive which resulted in = slight 
gains. 

The ammunition problem was be- 
ginning to worry General Tsai Ting- 
kai, commander of the Chinese nine- 
teenth route army, who told friends 
that he had less than a fortnight’s 
supply on hand. He urged that pres- 
sure be exerted on the Nanking gov- 
ernment to rush men and ammunition

In some cities they may be obtained 
any day in the year. Last fall. we 
had an abundance of new sweet po- 
tatoes everywhere in the south. As a 
food the sweet potato is excellent. 
It contains more vitamines than the 
Irish potato, and in addition about 
10 per cent sugar. 

If it is not cooked properly the 
delicate flavor of the sweet potato 
is not developed. The best method of 
cooking sweet potatoes is by baking— 
and the longer the better. A potato 
may be baked in a hot oven about 20 
or 30 minutes, but it does not compare 
in flavor with ‘the one which is kept 
in the oven an hour and longer. It 
was the slow cooking that was respon- 
sible for the delightful flavor of the 
potatoes that our grandmothers took 
from the “potato hills” and baked on 
the hearth in the old-fashioned oven 
covered with coals from the wood fire. 
Try it.

Six medium sized sweet potatoes, 
1-4 cup water, 1 cup brown sugar, 
orange, 1-2 teaspoon salt, 1-3 cup 
melted butter, 1-2 cup broken pecan 
meats if desired. 

Wash and cook potatoes until ten- 
der. Drain, peel, cut in halves length- 
wise and arrange in a shallow greased 
pan. Squeeze juice of 1-2 the orange 
over the potatoes, then sprinkle the 
pecan meats and arrange the other 
orange half, cut in thin slices, around 
the potatoes. Cover with the melted 
fat and a syrup made by cooking the 
brown sugar and water for five min- 
utes. Sprinkle with salt and bake 
one hour in a slow oven Sol ce- 
grees—basting frequently. ‘The pota- 
toes should be transparent when done.

It contemplated 
some sort of cosmos where there never 
has really been anything but chaos. 

“Therefore, while Japan is fully de- 
termined to live up to the provisions 
of the treaty as far as they go, she 
feels they do not go very far. Would 
a new treaty, the product of a new 
conference like that of Washington, 
prove any more complete? We can- 
not help feeling in the kaleidoscopic 
state of affairs in China, that it 
might produce more harm than good 
to endeavor to lay down ifi confer- 
enee fixed lines of conduct and de- 
tailed provisions for their applica- 


tion in that continually . changing 
scene, : 

“It is the settled policy of Japan 
to deal with each case as it arises by 


the simple method of direct negotia- 
tions with China,

“When the interests of other coun- . 


tries are involved Japan heartily wel- 


comes their close co-operation. But 
it is feared that an? attempt to frame 
rules for the multifarious and confus- 
ing affairs in China would be an un- 
dertaking whose magnitude would be 
out of proportion to its effective re- 
sults, 

“For the same reason I do not think 
there would be much advantage in 
further definition of the terms em- 
ployed in the nine-power treaty. The 
existing terms seemed ad@quate when 
the treaty was framed and terms 
seeming adequate today may be wholly 
inappropriate six months hence. What 
is wanted rather is a frank recogni- 
tion of the facts. 

“The defect in the Washington 
treaty, it seems to me, is that it en- 
visaged China not as it was but as 
the powers thought it ought to be. 
This has deprived that instrument of 
much of its value. To face the facts 
<? the first requisite of statesman- 
ship.

Tones 
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Fight To Save Baby Gorilla’s Lite 


Two of the foremost specialists in the 
nation’s capital are fighting to save 
the life of N’gi four-and-a-half-year-old 
baby gorilla, desperately ill of bron- 
‘chial pneumonia. , 

The crisis is near at hand. In his 
eage at the zoo. is a large tank of 
oxygen. This will be used in a final 
effort to sustain life. : 

A pedimtrist and an expert veteri- 
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narian were called in: when N’gi lost 
all interest in life a few days ago. 
For three years he had swung gaily 
from bar to bar in his cage making 
faces at. the flocks of children from 
the center of the monkey: cage. 

Then suddenly he lay pathetically 
in a corner, Feverish eyes looked sad- 
ly at playful youngsters. Specialists 
found the awkward black baby. of the 
West African jungle had a pulse rate 
of 120 and respiration of 40, but they 
didn’t know from that how sick their 
little. charge was. 

No one has ever figured what wa 
normal for a healthy gorilla, éespe 
cially a baby of the jungle who rare- 
ly lives when transplanted to other 
climes. 5 3 

There are'no human comparisons to 
draw from. _ . 
Many different kinds of medicine 
have been given the tiny. beast. Doses 
of adrenalin and strychnine. which 
would. stimulate a small bay's heart 
action haye been given with no effect. 

If N’gi is aware of the desperate 
efforts to preserve his life he shows it 
no more than he shows the symptoms 
of his illness. He lies with a burlap 
blanket wrapped about him gloomily 
surveying a world upon which he 
smiled joyously for three years. 

N’gi cannot.-be_ replaced, if he 
passes on to ape heaven, it was ex- 
plained. It is one of the most dif- 
ficult jobs of zoology to capture one, 
and even more difficult to bring it 
across the ocean alive.

SEMI-TRAINED NURSE MAKES 
FRONT PAGE. | 
As a young, doctor I was painfully 
conscious of a grave deficiency in my 
professional training. . No one had 
thought it necessary to teach me any- 
‘thing about the thousand and one lit- 
tle problems a practicing physician 
must deal with, aside from his art. 
From my present semi-detached point 
of view it Igoks as though the young 
doctors and the young nurses of the 
day could do with a short practical 
course of lectures or lessons on the 
ways of the world. I believe such 
instruction would prevent many a 
faux pas, 
Front page’item recently described 
the reviving of a dead man. The 
man had been very ill and his death 
was expected. At length he ceased 
breathing, and the nurse informed iis 
relatives he was dead, They sent mes- 
sages to various distant connections, 
notified the undertaker, etc., and 
half an hour later the dead man re- 
sumed breathing where he had tem- 
porarily left off. When the attend- 
ing. physician arrived he explained 
that the patient had what doctors call 
Cheyne-Stokes breathing, a peculiar 
irregularity of breathing occurring in 
various grave illnesses, the breaths 
coming deeper and faster for a time 
till the breathing is quite violent, then 
a period of slower and more shallow 
breaths till it seems the patient 
doesn’t breathe at all for several sec- 
onds. It was in one of these inter- 
vals that the nurse decided the pa- 
tient was dead. That was not the 
mistake. Even if she was quite cer- 
tain the patient was dead the nurse 
should not have ventured to say so. 
Her full duty was done when she ob- 
served that the patient had _ ceased 
breathing. That was all she should 
have reported to the doctor, or to the 
family if the doctor was not within 
éall. The well trained nurse always 
leaves upon the doctor's shoulders the 
responsibility of diagnosing death—or

YELLOW DOG: MEASURE 
FINDS SENATE SUPPORT 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—()—A 
general agre@ment on the desirability 
of outlawing the much-condemned “yel- 
low dog” labor contract developed dur- 
ing senate debate over anti-injunction 
legislation today, but there was a 
sharp difference of opinion on the le- 
gality of such action. 


The conflict arose from a clause in 
the Norris bill to restrict the use of 
injunctions in labor disputes. The pro- 
vision in question would make the 
“vellow dog” contract, which forbids 
membership in labor unions  unen- 
forceable in federal courts. 


The constitutionality of the clause 
was questioned by Senator Hebert, re- 
publican, Rhode Island, who presented 
a substitute bill declaring such con- 
tracts against public policy and pre- 
venting the issuance of injunctions 
based upon them, but not attempting 
to make the contracts illegal. 


Senators Borah and Walsh, Mon- 
tana, Robinson and Norris, author of 
the bill, took issue with Hebert. 

Hebert said the contracts deprived 
employes by coercion “of the right of 
free association with their fellows and 
take away from them the opportunity 
to deal on a basis of equality with 
those by whom they are employed.” 
He contended, however, the supreme 
court had held there was no legisla- 
tive power to outlaw them.

A spokesman said no 
additional troops were coming today, 
What would happen tomorrow he de- 
clined to say. But certainly there 
were no troops coming in along the 
Whangpoo river from Shanghai to 
Woosung this morning. The water- 
front at Woosung was deserted. 

A few Japanese airplanes continued 
to reconnoiter over the Kiangwan and 
Chenju areas, the latter the seat of 
Chinese headquarters, but did little 
bombing. Other Japanese fliers were 
active somewhere. A large number of 
planes left the air field and. disap- 
peared in the morning mists. There 
was no sign as to where they were 
going or what they were doing.

Kiangwan when the Japanese 4as- 
sault lines pushed ahead 600 yards, 
capturing the village of Miaochung- 
chen, they regained by desperate 
fighting almost every bit of ground 
they had retreated from, and this 
morning Kiangwan still was theirs. 

Three hundred worn-out members 
of the Thirty-first United States 
infantry, who had been in the Jn- 
ternational Settlement defense lines 
for 15 days, were relieved. Dirty 
and grimy from their tour of duty, 
they immediately launched a major 
bathing and shaving operation. 

Kilted Scottish “ladies from 
hell” took the old Thirty-first po- 
sitions in one of the hottest places 
on the International Settlement 
boundary. 


American officials attempted to 
get all United States citizens out 
of the Astor house, which is in one 
of the Shanghai danger ‘zones, but 
they didn’t want to move. 

The German consulate was evac- 
uated against the possibility of a 
heavy bombardment by the Chinese 
on the nearby Japanese consulate. 

In Tokyo a high foreign office 
official declared that “ignorance of 
the history of the Washington con- 
ference” was displayed by Secretary 
of State Stimson in his open letter 
to Senator Borah in which the sec- 
retary asserted that the whole fab- 
ric of international understanding 
in the far east was threatened by 
the Sino-Japanese hostilities. 

Japanese military authorities 
worked at speed and under the 
protection of censorship to rush 
reinforcements to Shanghai. 

General Tsai Ting-kai, com- 

mander of the Chinese Nine- 
teenth route army in the battle 
of Shanghai, found his ammuni- 
tion running low and urged that 
the Nanking government rush 
men and ammunitions in view of 
the impending arrival of Japa- 
nese reinforcements. 


All night long and early this n.orn- 
ing a strong wine brought down to 
Shanghai from the Kiangwan front the 
sound of machine gun and rifle fire.

GETS WIDE RESPONSE 


Whole-hearted response to the plea 
of the Atlanta post of the American 
Legion for jobs for men and women 
out of work was given Thursday by 
local business, industrial and residen- 
tial headg as the result of the first 
day's official organized campaign 
against unemployment, 


Jobs for 104 persons were obtained 
from business and industrial execu- 
tives, while three places were obtained 
for unemployed men and women from 
among the residential, or home-own- 
ers’ section of the drive. 


Unofficial figures for the state at 
large Thursday showed that consid- 
erably more than 800 persons have 
been put to work since the drive, part 
of a nationwide campaign against un- 
employment being sponsored by the 
Legion, the American Federation of 
Labor, and other organizations, was 
begun 10 days ago. 

Not only did employers of large per- 
sounels add to their pay rolls by tak- 
ing on one or more new workers, but 
in at least one instance, it was re- 
ported, a concern normally employ- 
ing more than 1,000 workmen agreed 
this year to suspend its usual spring 
reduction of personnel and to main- 
tain its present pay roll. 

In another instance, it was reported 
that a large downtown clothing store 
had responded to the appeal by rein- 
stating three regular clerks who had 
been laid off earlier in the month. 

Georgia’s figures are expected to 
mount daily, Legion officials pointed 
out, since such cities as Atlanta, Sa- 
vannah, Augusta, Macon and Colum- 
bus have organized field “armies” to 
canvass each section of those cities 
in search of work. 


National figures released Thursday 
showed that 89,812 men have been 
given jobs since the campaign opened.

banking quarters generally had not 
expected as prompt an action at New 
York, 
From the time of the stock market 
crash of 1929 until 1931, the federal 
reserve bank reduced its rate by sue- 
cessive steps from 6 per cent to 1 1-2 
| per cent, the lowest in the history of 
any leading central bank. But, mone- 
[tary conditions were altered last au- 
tumn, partly by the unsettlement of 
the British lapse from the gold ‘stand- 
lard, and the rate was put up to 2 1-2 
and then 3 1-2 per cent. 
' ‘The other 11 banks of the federal 
|reserve system are now on a 3 1-2 
'per cent basis and Wall Street bank- 
(ers expected that some of the banks 
| would cnt their rates to the new level

SENATE IS WARNED 
OF OBSOLETE NAVY 


Japan Far Ahead of U. S. in 
Building, Committee 
Reports. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—(P—A 
navy as strong as treaties will per- 
mit was recommended to the senate 
Wednesday by its naval committee to 
place the United States in “a better 
bargaining position” at the Geneva 
arms conference. 

Warning that the American fleet is 
“rapidly becoming a navy of obsolete 
ships,” the committee reported that 
early enactment of the Hale bill to 
bring the navy up. to limits fixed by 
the Washington and London treaties 
was “imperative.” 

The gigantic construction bill reach- 
ed the senate just as it received Sec- 
retary Stimson’s new declaration of 
policy in the far east, which some in- 
terpreted as a warning of the right 
‘by this government to disregard the 
| Washington treaty if Japan continues 
‘her operations in China. 

The report said testimony before the 
/committee showed the navy “will in 
the near future be entirely inadequate 
properly to protect our country, our 
foreign trade, our foreign possessions, 
and our citizens at home and abroad.” 

Japan, the committee said, has ap- 
proved and appropriated for a build- 
ing program which by 1936 will bring 
its navy up to full treaty strength ex- 
cept for one aireraft carrier and six 
destroyers. 

“To maintain the ratio allowed us 
with Japan by existing treaties,” the 
report said, “it will be necessary for 
the United States to build 112 ves-

PROGRAMS OF RADIO 


Time Discontinues Air Fea- 


ture, Claiming Purpose 
Accomplished. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—(UP)— 
Time Magazine's radio program, “The 
March of Time,” will be discontinued 
after tomorrow night, and comment 
in the issue of the magazine out to- 
day said that the protests received 
against discontinuance of the program 
“constituted an indictment of radio on 
a charge of failure to provide.” 


Time said that the advertising pur- 
pose of the program had been accom- 
plished and that it was being discon- 


tinued because “further expenditure | 


on radio at this time would not justi- 
fy itself.” 

The progrom, presented each Fri- 
day night for half an hour, consisted 
of vivid dramatization of news events. 

“That tens of thousands of listeners 
should protest so violently,” said the 
magazine,” ... was testimony to the 
leanness of radio fare. 

“For all its blatant claim to being 
a medium for education, radio contri- 
butes little of its own beyond the con- 
siderable service of bringing good 
music to the millions. Yet radiomen 
sputter with rage when radio is called 
‘just another musical instrument.’ 


“Unlike the newspaper, which sells 
advertising in order to fulfill its prime 
function of giving news, the adver- 
tisement is radio's prime offering. 
Also unlike a newspaper, which in- 
creases its pages along with any in- 
crease in advertising, radio is re 
stricted to the hours of the day. Of 
those hours it sells as many as it 
can. Naturally, the evening hours, 
when most listeners are tuned in— 
the ‘front page’ of radio—is virtually 
the property of the advertiser to do 
with as he pleases,
